A. O. Stanley, one of the 
Drator? at 'tie St. I'atritkV day 
banqiu-l in lifxingtun last Satiirdiiy 
iiicrht, paid liis respects In stiong 
iMiiRuam' to the wily poliiiiiians 
who am IryinK to inject tlir prohi- 
lion guestlon into Kentucky poli- 
licH and cspociully In the Denio- 
-cratic camp. After a glowing tri- 
<c>tit« to th«.Tp«titaM«m' of the irUh 
and their desceodanta and express- 
ing his <>ellef that a ttaltcd America 
could stand against the world, Oov. 
Stanley said:

Stanl'> then referre«l to 
Ihonias Jefteisou, the founder of 
lM-iiioorac> , as the puruoulflcation of 
fiersona! and religious liberty and 
ai<l that .iijildtion, personal and 
tieartle.->». i-- alwavs behind any 
iiioveiiieiii III r'milate what a man 
ihall eut and wear and do and think 
and how he shall live and what be 
•*hall eat and drink. "PoMUdaas 
well would persecute ChristianK and 
patriots for personal reasons. Somtt- 
times it Is about some peculiar kind 
of baptism, and sometimes about 
some particular kind of intoterance. 
intolerance and persecution are ab- 
horred by honest Irishmen. I be- 
lieve the «>terual principle.? ol Jef- 
f(>rpou nmst be upheld. It is a dan- 
gerous thing to attempt by regula- 
tion to attend to somebody else's 
toUSinesH unless bis business Is hurt- 
ing you. Will we be deprived of 
our rights and liberties? Are we 
going back to the days of Cromwell, 
back to tAie days of intolerancet I 
look to the sons of Erin to stand 
back of the principles of Thomas 
Jefferson and fight to preserve the 
ri»;hts of the people and give every 
man his due." 

This speech of Gov. Stanley'? is 
Interpreted by many as tlirowUiK 
down the gauntlet to the Haly- 
Beckbam niucblne Hi Us effort to 
secure control of the Democratic or- 
Kiuiizalion by the injection ot pro- 
tilbltion hypocrisy, and DtMiioouta 
from one end of Kentucky to the 
other approve ot Oov.

ganization leaders, the Stanley men 
and the entire liquor dealers. 

It is beiuK rumored that since the 
return of (Jen. Haldeman he has 
dlscovereil that .fudKc C.reene has 
developed no streni-'th in the County 
Judge race and tliat lie will not 
push the latter's ean'li'l.M ' , having 
the race between J.<oruine .Mix and 
SQuire AWieeien. % oth-^ ♦h ewjtea i r e 
a good following. It seems 'to be 
the universal opinion that all of the 
races In the Democratic camp will 
be fought out on their merits, the 
best man winning In each event, in- 
suring a strong ticket in November 
and stlencing the critics who claim 
that a fair deal will not be given 
to all.

tura of ignorance ahd fataliHiii. rh< 
hazards to health and life connected 
with childtdrth have Iraen either 
ignored or accepted as unavoidable 
acciclentB. By most people child- 
birth Is regarded as an entirely nor- 
mal process, and happily In the 
fireat majority of eases this Is true. 
Each year there is a vast number of 
ndrnlal deliveiles, and aiiione them 
the relativel.x small but ahsolulely 
very lartre niinilxT ol complicati>d 
cases is lost sIkIu ol. t)n the otlicf 
hanti most piM>p|e re>;ard such ill- 
ness and deaths as do o<(ur as uii- 
preventable. Only very (;radually 
and Incompletely ai°e women iMgln- 
nlng to realize the simple facts that 
certain accidents and complications 
occur in a definite percentage of 
eases of chlldi)lrth, but that almost 
always these may be avoided or 
cured If women exercise the proper 
hygiene during pregnancy, secure 
proper supervision during that time, 
and have skilled attendance at la- 
bur. Like other essentials of 
hygiene an<l preventive iiiediiine 
these pilnclples aie at last heconiing 
public properly instearl of being the 
exclusive ixissesslon of physicians. 
But in tills ( a.se proRress has been 
very slow. Knowledge of the need 
for ^;ood care at childbirth Is essen- 
tial; the lacic of such knowledge and 
of a demand for this care has lieen 
probably the cjiief factor in produc- 
ing the present Indifference to this 
phase of -preventive medicine. Com- 
munities are still to a great extent 
indifferent tO Qr ignorant : of the 
number of lives of wonieji lost 
yearly from childbirth; many com- 
iiiunilies which are proud of their 
low lyplioid Ol- illptheria rates Ig- 
nore tliiii hif;h rates from childl>ed 
fevii Coiniiiunities are only be- 
einnin^ to realize that among their 
chief concerns is the protection of 
the babies l>om within their limits, 
and neeesaarlly also of the mothers 
of those, babies before and at con- 
finement. 

The second fundamental cause of 
the high death rates from child- 
birth- that is, the difficulty of ob- 
taining adequate case • Is seen to 
depend to a large extent on the first, 
the ignorance of need for Kood care. 
.Vs vvoiuen, tlicii husbands, phy- 
sicians an<l communities realize the 
alisolute need of skilled care for the 
prevention of needless deaths from 
Dhlldblrth methods for providing 
such care will be developed. Certain 
typical problems, characterietio of 
espe<'ial types of coinmunltiee in this 
country, may be outlined briefly, tn 
many of the larger cities excellent 
prenatal and obstetrical care can be 
obtained by those who can pay con- 
siderable sums for it and who real- 
ise its Importance sufficiently to be 
willing to do so I - Mi my cities 
also much |ii<>»:i)> t-en made 

in the provision, thi .u^;!' obstetrical 
cllnlofi and hospitals, of ^ooii pre- 
natal and obstetrical care, free or 
at low cost, for those who otherwise 
could not afford it. Yet even in a 
city Well supplied with such clinic,- 
the Dumber of women reached Is 
relatively small In comparison wUh 
the total number of women who 
bear their children without adequate 
care during pregnancy and labor. 
In many large cMles, especially these 
with a large percentage of foreign 
or of colored population, the un- 
trained midwife ia a much dlscusaed 
problem. It is well icnown that

represent a \ ery la i ce proportion of 
women bearing children, have in 
most cities recei\eil least benefit 
from improvements in standatds of 
prenatal anil obstetrical care. In 
working out plana for decreasing 
the death rate from ciyidblrth in 
large cities the Intereti^ of this 
group can not be ignored. The 
problem must be considered as one 
which must be solved for all classes 
in a community; it luust be realized 
that it Is a problem of the greatest 
Importance to the community as a 
whole. .\ vei\ hopeful tendency is 
the (Oil' shovvii already in .some cities 
to look upon such Kervi<e not as a 
charity but as a concein of the 
municipality as truly as the protec- 
tion of its homes from fire and 
burglary or Its milk and water sup- 
ply' from ooptanrinatlon.
